To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  Town  of  Brentwood  in  the 
County  of  Rockingham  in  said  State,  qualified  to  vote  in 
Town  Affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Swasey  School  in 
said  Brentwood  on  Tuesday,  the  twelfth  day  of  March,  next 
at  ten  of  the  clock  in  the  forenoon,  to  act  upon  the  following 
subjects: 

1.  To  choose  all  necessary  Town  Officers  for  the  year 
ensuing. 

2.  To  raise  such  sums  of  money  as  may  be  necessary  to 
defray  town  charges  for  the  ensuing  year  and  make  appro- 
priations of  the  same. 

3.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  rescind  all  zoning 
regulations  adopted  at  the  special  town  meeting  held  June 
5,  1962.

5.  To  see  if  the  town  will  vote  to  adopt  additions  to  our 
zoning  regulations  passed  on  June  5,  1962.  (The  exact  addi- 
tions will  be  placed  in  the  town  warrant  when  posted,  after 
public  hearings  have  been  held.) 

6.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  selectmen  to 
sell  at  private  sale  lands  acquired  by  the  town  by  tax  col- 
lectors deeds. 
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7.  To  see  if  the  town  will  raise  and  appropriate  the 
sum  of  $353.97  for  town  road  aid. 

8.  To  see  if  the  town  will  authorize  the  selectmen  to 
borrow  up  to  $40,000.00  in  anticipation  of  taxes.

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REPORT  OF  TOWN  MEETING,  MARCH  13,  1962 

At  a  legal  meeting  of  the  inhabitants  of  the  Town  of 
Brentwood  on  Tuesday,  the  thirteenth  of  March,  1962,  at  ten 
o'clock  in  the  forenoon,  the  following  business  was  trans- 
acted: 

It  was  voted  to  close  the  polls  at  7: 00  P.M.  The  warrant 
was  read  by  Moderator  Frederick  Gallant. 

ARTICLE  1.  The  whole  number  of  votes  was  given  at 
one  hundred  seventy-three  (173)  and  when  counted  at  the 
close  of  the  polls  showed  the  following  results:  Town  Clerk: 
Ruth  J.  Mason  —  164;  Selectman  —  3  years:  Freeman  G. 
Newton  — 106,  C.  Francis  Thorsell,  68;  Treasurer:  Betty  M. 
Stevens,  163;  Tax  Collector:  Ruth  J.  Mason  — 160;  Highway 
Agent:  Hubert  G.  Wendell,  162;  Auditor:  Gladys  E.  McCoy 

—  163;  Firewards  (two  elected):  Sidney  Parshley — 152; 
Frederick  M.  Gallant—  152;  Chief  of  Police:  Oscar  E.  Page, 
Sr.  —  159;  Trustee  of  Library  —  3  years:  Florence  Corbett  — 
24;  Trustee  of  Trust  Funds  —  3  years;  Lillian  R.  Greenleaf 

—  150;  Trustee  of  Trust  Funds  —  1  year:  Russell  C.  Thorsell 

—  144.  Officers  present  duly  sworn  in. 

ARTICLE  2.  Proceeded  to  vote  a  budget  of  approxi- 
mately $116,773.40,  less  State  and  Federal  Aid;  long  term 
note  for  Dudley's  Bridge  to  be  added.  In  addition  to  the  votes 
to  raise  and  appropriate  the  money  for  the  budget,  it  was 
voted  to  raise  the  Tax  Collector  to  1/2  of  1%  of  the  taxes 
collected,  and  to  increase  the  Treasurer's  salary  to  $100.00. 

ARTICLE  3.  Voted  to  raise  and  appropriate  $354.63 
for  Town  Road  Aid,  to  be  used  in  conjunction  with  State  Aid. 

ARTICLE  4.  Voted  that  joining  either  the  State  Muni- 
cipal Association  or  the  Sea-coast  Regional  Association  be 
indefinitely  postponed. 

ARTICLE  5.  Voted  not  to  accept  the  appropriation  of 
$500  to  purchase  a  police  radio  for  the  Chief's  car. 
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ARTICLE  6.  Voted  that  the  town  rebuild  the  bridge 
at  John  Dudley's  on  the  Pickpocket  Road  with  the  culvert,  at 
the  cost  of  $12,000.00. 

ARTICLE  7.  Voted  to  borrow  the  needed  money  by  an 
issue  of  long  term  notes.  82  ballots  -  yes,  10  ballots  -  no. 

ARTICLE  8.  Voted  that  the  three  Selectmen  revalue 
the  property  followed  by  a  published  report  and  a  public 
hearing. 

ARTICLE  9.  Voted  that  the  Selectmen  be  authorized 
to  borrow  up  to  $35,000.00  in  anticipation  of  taxes. 

ARTICLE  10.  Voted  that  the  report  of  the  Planning

On  June  5,  1962  at  the  Swasey  School,  the  special  Town

Laws  were  read  by  the  Moderator. 

It  was  voted  to  take  up  each  amendment  individually, 
but  due  to  the  length  of  the  Zoning  Law  Amendments,  I 
shall  report  that  all  amendments  were  accepted  as  read  with 
the  following  acceptions: 

ARTICLE  7.  Motor  Vehicle  and  Machinery  Junk 
Yards. 

A.  No  motor  vehicle  and/or  machinery  junk  yard  may 
continue  in  use  for  more  than  one  year  after  the  effective 
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date  of  this  ordinance,  except  that  a  motor  vehicle  and/or 
machinery  junk  yard  may  continue  in  use  if  within  that 
period  it  is  maintained  in  accordance  with  the  standards  set 
and  enforced  by  the  N.  H.  Revised  Statues  Annotated,  1955, 
Chapter  267,  Section  1-4,  and  also  in  accordance  with  the 
standards  required  by  the  Town  Board  of  Selectmen. 

B.  No  permit  for  a  motor  vehicle  and/or  machinery 
junk  yard  will  be  granted  unless  more  than  250  feet  from 
any  residential  or  business  building. 

No  accumulation  of  motor  vehicles  or  any  other  junk 
will  be  allowed  within  sight  of  any  road  whereby  the  value 
of  any  other  property  is  lowered. 

The  selectmen  upon  receipt  of  a  written  complaint  shall 
investigate  and  if  the  complaint  is  found  valid,  will  notify 
the  offender  in  writing  to  clean  up  within  three  weeks.  If 
not  complied  with,  the  Police  Chief  will  be  notified  in  writing 
and  he  shall  at  once,  make  out  and  serve  a  warrant.  The 
selectmen  in  all  cases  will  be  the  complainant. 

ARTICLE  8.     Enforcement. 

B.  The  majority  of  the  Board  of  Selectmen  shall  issue 
and  sign  in  triplicate  any  and  all  building  permits  requested 
when  such  is  in  accordance  with  the  provision  of  this  ordi- 
nance. One  copy  is  to  be  filed  in  the  records  of  the  Selectmen, 
one  copy  to  be  filed  with  the  Town  Clerk,  and  one  copy  of 
the  permit  to  be  displayed  on  the  site  for  which  the  permit 
was  issued.

THE  STATE  OF  NEW  HAMPSHIRE 

To  the  Inhabitants  of  the  School  district  in  the  town  of 
Brentwood,  New  Hampshire  qualified  to  vote  in  district 
affairs: 

You  are  hereby  notified  to  meet  at  the  Swasey  School 
in  said  district  on  the  ninth  day  of  March  1963,  at  eight 
o'clock  in  the  evening,  to  act  upon  the  following  subjects: 

1.  To  choose  a  Moderator  for  the  coming  year. 

2.  To  choose  a  Clerk  for  the  ensuing  year. 

3.  To  choose  a  Member  of  the  School  Board  for  the 
ensuing  three  years,  and  a  member  for  2  years. 

4.  To  choose  a  Treasurer  for  the  ensuing  year. 

5.  To  determine  and  appoint  the  salaries  of  the  School 
Board  and  Truant  Officer,  and  fix  the  compensation  of  any 
other  officers  or  agent  of  the  district. 

6.  To  hear  the  reports  of  Agents,  Auditors,  Committees, 
or  Officers  chosen,  and  pass  any  vote  relating  thereto. 

7.  To  choose  Agents,  Auditors  and  Committees  in  rela- 
tion to  any  subject  embraced  in  this  warrant. 

8.  To  see  what  sum  of  money  the  district  will  raise  and 
appropriate  for  the  support  of  schools,  for  the  salaries  of 
school  district  officials  and  agents,  and  for  the  payment  of 
statutory  obligations  of  the  district,  and  to  authorize  the 
application  against  said  appropriation  of  such  sums  as  are 
estimated  to  be  received  from  the  state  foundation  aid  fund 
together  with  other  income;  the  school  board  to  certify  to  the 
selectmen  the  balance  between  the  estimated  revenue  and 
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the  appropriation,  which  balance  is  to  be  raised  by  taxes  by 
the  town. 

9.  To  see  if  the  School  District  of  Brentwood  will  vote 
with  the  other  districts  of  this  union  according  to  R.  S.  A. 
189: 47  to  provide  for  the  services  of  an  Intellectually  Re- 
tarded Class  for  Union  #  14. 

10.  To  see  if  the  School  District  of  Brentwood  will  vote 
to  raise  and  appropriate  $960.00  as  their  share  of  the  In- 
tellectually Retarded  Class  expense. 

11.  To  see  if  the  School  District  of  Brentwood  will  vote 
to  adopt  a  plan  for  extending  to  employees  of  the  district  the 
benefits  of  Title  II  of  the  Federal  Social  Security  Act  (Old 
Age,  Surivors  and  Disability  Insurance)  as  authorized  by 
Chapter  101  of  the  Revised  Statutes  Annotated  Amended  by 
Chapter  302  and  332  of  the  Laws  of  1955  and  to  raise  and 
appropriate  the  sum  of  $198.00  to  defray  the  District's  share 
of  the  cost  thereof. 

12.  To  see  if  the  school  district  of  Brentwood  wishes  to 
exclude  from  the  plan  services  in  any  class  or  classes  of 
positions  filled  by  popular  election.

see  if  the  district  will  designate  the  School  District  Treasurer 
as  the  officer  to  be  responsible  for  the  administration  of  the 
plan.

12.  Motion  by  R.  Mason  and  duly  seconded  that  a  vote 
of  thanks  be  written  in  to  our  records  for  the  splendid  and 
unselfish  service  given  by  Harold  Sherman  as  a  valued 
School  Board  Member. 

Mr,  Oscar  Page  told  about  his  efforts  to  institute  a  pro- 
gram of  school  guards  for  the  safety  of  the  children  when 
school  is  dismissed.

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REPORT  OF  THE  SUPERINTENDENT  OF  SCHOOLS 

To  the  Citizens  of  Brentwood: 

Once  again,  a  new  Superintendent  of  Schools  is  writing 
this  report,  and,  even  though  he  is  gradually  becoming 
familiar  with  the  Brentwood  educational  system,  he  realizes 
that  there  is  still  much  to  be  learned. 

One  thing  appears  quite  obvious,  however,  the  ever- 
increasing  enrollment  problem  is  still  with  us.  To  alleviate 
the  situation  temporarily,  your  school  board  is  recommend- 
ing the  placing  of  a  partition  in  the  cafeteria  which  would 
provide  emergency  classroom  space,  and,  also,  the  employ- 
ment of  an  extra  teacher  for  this  area.  This  change  would 
enable  us  to  separate  all  grades  except  the  sixth  and  eighth. 
Normally  the  seventh  and  eighth  grades  would  be  grouped 
together,  but  since  next  year's  seventh  grade  is  so  large,  the 
grouping  of  the  sixth  and  eighth  seems  to  be  more  feasible. 

I  echo  the  words  of  my  predecessors  in  stating  that 
Brentwood  has  a  fine  educational  program  at  Swasey  School. 
Although  Principal  Hanson  teaches  full  time,  he  works  very 
closely  with  his  staff  in  keeping  with  current  teaching  meth- 
ods and  also  in  developing  new  programs.  The  use  of  the  new 
SRA  Developmental  Reading  Program  and  the  fifth  grade 
conversational  French  instruction  are  but  two  examples  of 
this. 

I  wish  to  thank  the  school  board  for  their  able  assistance 
and  wholehearted  cooperation  and  hope  that  as  time  goes 
by,  I  may  be  of  greater  service  to  you  and  your  community.

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SCHOOL  HEALTH  REPORT 

To  the  Superintendent,  School  Board  Members,  and  Citizens 
of  Brentwood: 

The  1962  school  year  brought  increases  in  the  school  en- 
rollment, which  of  course  brings  increasing  work  and  re- 
sponsibilities in  the  areas  of  service  which  the  nurse  covers. 

We  are  fortunate  to  have  a  principal  and  teachers  who 
are  interested  in  the  whole  child.  They  recognize  that  indi- 
vidual health  is  paramount  in  importance  in  developing  each 
child  to  perform  at  his  emotional,  physical  and  educational 
peak.  Consequently,  health  is  taught  in  the  classrooms  at 
each  grade  level.  Besides  this,  a  physical  education  program 
is  being  carried  on  which  is  a  credit  to  all  concerned.  Most 
youngsters  become  very  enthusiastic  about  the  daily  exer- 
cises, especially  as  they  see  their  physical  prowess  develop- 
ing. 

The  quality  of  the  hot  lunch  program  is  excellent.  This 
includes  the  meals  served  as  well  as  the  integration  of  the 
program  into  the  total  learning  of  the  children. 

Child  health  conferences  were  held  in  Epping  in  the 
spring  with  immunization  shots  and  vaccinations  made  avail- 
able free  of  charge.  Brentwood  parents  were  invited  to  take 
their  preschool  children  to  these  clinics,  but  only  one  parent 
took  advantage. 

Attendance  at  the  Sabin  polio  clinics  held  in  June,  July 
and  September  met  the  expectations  of  the  County  Medical 
Society.  I  wish  to  thank  again  those  who  gave  so  much  of 
their  time  and  effort  to  help  organize  these  clinics  during 
these  vacation  months. 

Very  little  is  being  done  at  the  state  level  for  emotional 
problems.  When  these  arise  locally,  our  only  recourse  is  to 
private  treatment  and  the  cost  of  this  is  prohibitive. 
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Brentwood,  to  my  knowledge,  has  never  had  a  dental 
clinic.  A  crisis  seldom  arises,  but  it  may  be  a  good  idea  to 
conduct  a  survey  in  the  form  of  a  questionnaire  to  parents, 
from  which  the  need  for  a  clinic  could  be  determined.  A 
sponsoring  organization  would  be  needed  to  raise  the  money 
for  state  matching  funds. 

It  is  a  pleasure  to  work  with  the  children  in  Brentwood.
